Disease, poverty, and 


even death in its most ignominious 
shape, grow naturally and quickly out 
of Drunkenness. 
This vice enters like 


oil into the bones of a man, and is trans- 
mitted with his blood as an inheritance 
of wo to his children—it wastes his 
property, enfeebles his mind, breaks 
clown his frame, exposes his soul to al- 
most certain perdition, and ruins his 
posterity. How, therefore, can any 
clergyman, who labors to establish the 
kingdom of God in the hearts of the 
people, fail to rejoice, when he sees 
good men of all classes come forward, 
zealously and disinterestedly, to assist 
him in turning away their less fortu- 
nate brethren from the most absorbing 
vice—that root of all evil in Ireland- 
excessive drinking ? I call it the root 
and foundation of evil, for verily I don't 
know any vice that has not its origin in 
drunkenness, or does not receive in- 
crease from if. 


I am not competent to judge—I do 


not stop to inquire—whether the means 
employed by the Temperance Societies 
are those of all others best calculated 
to promote the end in view—most pro- 
bably they are the very best of all the 
means which are at present practica- 
ble ; but even if they were not, and if 
these societies did not present to us, a§ 
a proof of their efficacy, a great por- 
tion of the American people, and not a 
few of our own, reclaimed from drun- 
kenness, yet, in my opinion, they de- 
serve, on their own merits, our best 
support—for yourrules are good—they 
are unmixed with any evil—their ex- 
cellence and perfection are their only 
reputed faults; but certainly, we who 
believe that "the kingdom of heaven ig 
taken by violence, and that the violent 
bear it away," should not lightly reject 
a mode of reforming public morals, 
whose only imputed fault is, that it pro- 
poses to men the perfection of living 
soberly and justly in this world. 


But even if the rules be loo perfect 


for the generality of men—of men who 
are not conscious of any fault in using 
spirits moderately after meals in their 
houses, and who are not generous e- 
nough to make sacrifices for the edifi. 
cation or reformation of their weaker 
brethren, yet it is good to present to 
those men also examples of social per- 
fection—of great self denial—and of 
privations freely borne for the perma- 
nent good of others. 


Men oftentimes approve of what they 


have not courage to practice, and ap- 
plaud, or even imitate at a humble dis- 
tance, that excellence to which they 
themselves do not hope to arrive, so 
many persons who may not become 
members of your society, will approve 
and applaud your rules—will even ob- 
serve them m spirit, and promote a 
feeling in favor of them, which will op- 
crate slowly, perhaps, but steadilv, |n 
support of the good cause of tempe- 
rance and sobriety. 
Such men will 


not give the name of enthusiasm to the 
perfection of virtue. 
Indeed, the Di- 


vine Economy, amongst the means of" 
reforming men, has been careful al- 
ways to set before them, like shining 
lights, individuals of the most heroic 
virtue, and the contemplation of the su- 
perior excellence of such high-gifted 
persons has ever been to others a warn- 
ing against evil, and an incitement to 
good. 
ibis consideration , tends to 


confirm me in the opinion that your so- 
cieiy has acted wisely in the framing 
and adoption ofits rules, and that the 
imputed fault of their too great rigour 
or perfection is a mark of their wisdom 
and a presage of their future insuffi- 
cicncy. 


What you want is publicity. 
Few 


persons could read your admirable lit- 
tle tracts and not be more or Jess re- 
formed ; thoj have increased and sharp- 
ened even my habitual horror of drunk- 
cnncss.

hitherto existed among the gold dig- 
gers in said territory, I have thought 
proper to issue this my Proclamation, 
notifying all persons whom it may con- 
cern that the jurisdiction of this Slate 
Is now extended over all ihe territory 
in the occupancy of the Cherokees in- 
cluded within the limits of this Stale, 


" and which was by an act passed by the 


State Legislature of this Slate, made a 
part cf the counties of Carroll, DC 
Kalb, Gwinnet, Hall, and Haberbham, 
and that all persons residing therein, 
are subject to said jurisdiction ; and to 
warn all persons, whether of this or o- 
ther Stales, or Indian occupanls, lo 
cease all further trespass upon 
the 


property of this Slate, and especially 
from taking any gold or silver from 
lands included within ihe territory oc- 
cupied by the Cherokee Indians, and 
so as aforesaid added to the counties 
aforesaid, and to direct all persons to 
quit possession of said lands and depart 
from said territory without delay, ex- 
cept such as by law or the assent ol the 
State are permitted to occupy the same, 
and require all officers of the State 
-within the counties aforesaid to be vi- 
gilant in enforcing the laws for protec- 
tion of public property, and especially 
to prevent any further irespasscs upon 
the land of the Stale, or the taking any 
gold or silver therefrom. 


Given under my hand, and the Great 


Seal of the Stale, at the Stale House in 
Millcdgeville, this third day ol June, 
in the year of our Lord, one thousand 
eight hundred and thirty, and of Amer- 
ican Independence ihe fifty-fourth.

But when he gets them a few miles out 
at sea, return? in the pilot boat, to their 
great astonishment, leaving some per- 
son to inform them they have no more 
claim on the charity of the parish after 
they leave the Kingdom, with an in- 
junction not to return, even should 
they get means to do so. I asked Mr. 
Ludlow if he thought it honorable, or 
common honesty, in England to send 
her paupers to the United Stales, or 
how thev would receive cargoes of beg- 
gars from another country ; but he an- 
swered me thai he was not an advo- 
cate for it, but there were meetings 
held through every .parish in England,
